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REMARKS 

Claims 1-29 are pending inihe present Application. Claims 4, 7, 12, and 17 have been 
cancelled, Claims 1, 5, 10, 14, 15, 20, and 27 have been amended, and Claims 30-68 have 
been added, leaving Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-1 1 , 13-16, and 18-68 for eonsideration upon entry of 
^ present Amendment. 

S<q>port far the amendments to the claims and the new claims can be found in the 
claims as originally filed, as presented in more detail below. No new matter has been 
introduced by these amaidments and new claims. 

Reconsideration and allowance of <he claims are respectfully requested in view of the 
above amendments and the following remarks. 

Allowable Claims 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication of allowability for Claims 1 9-26 and 

29. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 4. 7, 9, 12-13, and 17.18 are olgccted to as being dependent on a rejected base 
claim, but allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of die limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the limitations of Claim 4; Claim 10 has 
been amended to incorporate the limitations of Claim 12; and Claim 15 has been amended to 
incorporate the limitations of Claim 17. It is believed that claims 1, 10, and 15 are now 
allowable. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-9, 1 1, 13, 16, and 18 are also allowable, as dependuig from 
allowable claims. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections is therefore respectfiilly 
requested. 

riflitn Refeetinns Under 35 U.S -C- S lQ3fa^ 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8, 10-11, 14-16, and 27-28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), 
as allegedly unpatentable over Shaw et al. (5,125,138) in view of Schoenfeld et al (6,180,025). 

It is believed that claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-1 1, 13, 1 5-16, and 1 8 are allowable over the cited 
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art in view of the above amendments. 

Claims 14 and 27 have also been amended to incorporate the limitations of objected-to 
claim 4, It is believed that this amendment renders claims 14 and 27 allowable, as neither of 
the references teaches or suggests use of a particulate filler, fibrous web, or combination 
thereof 

Therefore, Applicants respectfully request reconsideratioa and allowance of Claims 14 

and 27. 
New Claims 

Claims 30-68 have been added to further claim the invention. Antecedent basis for 
these new claims is found in at least the claims as originally filed. 

In particular, new dependent Claims 30-36 depend ftom allowed independent Claim 
29, and are analogous to dependent Claims 2-3 and 5-9 as originally filed. 

New Claims 37-38 depend fi:om Claim 10 and are analogous to dependent claims 6 
and 8 as originally filed. 

New Claims 39-44 depend from Claim 14 and are analogous to dependent claims 2-3, 
5-6, and 8-9 as originally filed. 

New Claims 45-46 depend from Claim 15 and are analogous lo dependent claims 6 
and 8 as originally filed. 

New Claim 47 depends from Claim 19 and is analogous to dependent claim 8 as 

originaUy filed. 

New Claims 48-49 depend from Claim 23 and arc analogous to dependent claims 2 

and 8 as originaUy filed. 

New Claims 50-54 depend from Claim 27 and arc analogous to dependent claims 3, 5- 

6, and 8-9 as originally filed. 

New Claim 55 has antecedent basts in claim 1 and objected-to claim 9 as originally 
filed. New Claims 56-60 depend firom Claim 55 and are analogous to dependent claims 2-3, 
5-6» and 8 as originally filed. 

New Claim 61 has antecedent basis in claim 10 and objected-to claim 13 as originally 
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filed. New Claims 62-64 depend from Claim 61 and are analogous to dependent claims 2, 6, 
and 8 as originally filed. 

New Claim 65 haa antecedent basis in claim 15 and objected-to claim 18 as origixially 
filed. New Claims 66-68 depend from Claim 65 and are analogous to dependent claims 2, 6, 
and S as originally fxled.
